0rd°Therc:fove, as the radicals do not like the general tone of 
newspaper utterances, many of. them jump at the haste con­ 
clusion that these journals are “subsidised” An expression 
they frequently use with delight is the “kept” press. The dic­ 
tionary defines the word “keep” used in this way, as to sup­ 
port illicitly, as to keep a womau.” According to this not very 
elegant, theory, the newspapers are a kind of tribe of intellec­ 
tual fiWir/itiites, who sell their political virtue in return for 
patronage and cash.

People who have had practical experience iii the news­ 
paper game will laugh at these toplofty th eo rie s. T hey realize 
• hat the typical newspaper man is an unconventional kind ot 
fellow who says about what he thinks is right. 
The newspaper men have had a lot of practical exper­ 
ience of business problems. They would not care for a ril(llca 
change in the present economic order, because they feel that 
the socialistic theory would put the control of the country into 
the hands of people who are smooth talkers, rather than 
under the control of people who have executive ability. 
Hence if the newspaper men do not want any of the ideas 
now sizzling in Russia to explode here, it is not because tho 
are “controlled”, “subsidized’?, or "kept”. 
They can find 
plenty of faults that need correction, and they continue to 
advocate such reforms persistently. But they still want the 
countiy run on the line that human experience has proved 
good.—Eufaula Journal.
